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WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
— The United States has told three 
Russian satellite nations—Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugoslavia and Poland— 
it does not want their advice on 
Germany. They had asked to be 
consulted on policies in dealing 
with German problems. 

Under Secretary of State Robert 


Lovett in a note sent to their em- 
bassies here yesterday formally re- 
jected this bid. Since the Soviet 
Union had backéd the request, 
Lovett sent a copy of his note to 
the Russians. 

The three Communist-controlled 
nations made their bid for a voice 
in German affairs Feb. 23 when 
they gave the State Department 
the text of a resolution adopted by 
their foreign ministers at a meet- 
ing in Prague, capital of Czecho- 
slovakia. 

This resolution was a broad at- 
tack on the three Western powers 
—the United States, Britain and 
France—for their construction 
policies in western Germany. 

To this Lovett replied: 

“I have the honor to inform you 
that this resolution contains so 
many statements which are not in 
accordance with the facts that a 
discussion of its contents would 
serve no useful purpose.”

“Although I have not had time 
to communicate with other board 
members, I am sure they will 
gladly resign, as I will do, when 
the legality of our removal is 
cleared up. 

“In justice to the people of Mis- 
souri, we cannot do it before that 
time, for then we would be party 
to establishing a dangerous prece- 
dent that could conceivably work 
great harm in the future.

ALDERMEN GOON 
RECORD. AGANST 
PARK FAIR SITE 


Resolution Opposing Pro- 
posal Adopted ‘by 
Board, 26 to 2—Hous- 
ing Shortage Cited. 


The Board of Aldermen went on 
record against use of Forest Park 
and adjoining land south of the 
park for the proposed 1953 World’s 
Fair, in a resolution adopted yes- 
terday, 26 to 2. : 

Alderman Louis G. Berra, 
Twenty-fourth Ward, who intro- 
duced the resolution, obtained an 
immediate vote under suspension 
of board rules. In opposing use 
of the adjoining area, the resolu- 
tion points out that several hun- 
dred families would be dispos- 
sessed in the current period of 
“critical housing shortage.” 

In support of his proposal, Ber- 
ra exhibited a petition which he 
said contained 3600 signatures of 
persons from throughout the city. 
Signatures were obtained by the 
Public Parks Improvement Asso- 
ciation, headed by Mrs. William A. 
Schubert. 

Fair “Out of Order.” 

Berra, in whose ward the area 
south of the park is situated, said 
that in his opinion a World’s Fair 
“at this time” was out of order 
and that a fair in Forest Park at 
any time would be out of order. 

Voting against the resolution 
were Aldermen C. Caston, Negro, 
Sixth Ward, and Louis Lange, 
Fifteeenth, but neither spoke in 
favor of use of the park. Caston 
said he was against Berra's reso- 
lution because he thought it pre- 
mature, since the board had 
“nothing before it” on the fair 

ter, 

Alderman J. Ray Weinbrenner 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward, which 
includes Forest Park, replied that 
“we may as well let the fair peo- 
ple know in advance that we don’t 
favor the park site.” 

He declared it would be “a ter- 
rible mistake” to use the park, and 
recalled that for several years be- 
fore and after the 1904 faif the 
park was withdrawn from general 
use. “At that time the surround- 
ing area was little more than farm 
land, so it didn’t make too much 
difference, but the situation is 
completely changed now,” Wein- 
brenner pointed out. 

Recreation Sites Needed. 

Alderman Vernon Riehl, Seven- 
teenth Ward, said he favored a 
fair, but not in Forest Park. “St. 
Louis is in sad need of more rec- 
reation fields—most of the ones 
we now have are in Forest Park,” 
he added. : 

The tair organization, headed 
by Stratford Lee Morton, has 
chosen Forest Park as the most 
suitable of several sites studied. 
Morton has pointed out, however, 
that no decision has been reached 
to seek the park site, even if a 
fair should be decided on. 

Permission to use Forest Park 
normally would be granted by the 
Board of Public Servite, but the 
Board of Aldermen by ordinance 
could forestall or nullify such a 
grant. The Aldermen also would 
have direct control over use of 
streets and ‘alleys for fair pur- 
poses in the adjoining area.

Pire-doors or sprinklers are re- 
quired by the measure in all hotel 
carpenter shops, paint shops, print 
shops and upholstering rooms. Ele- 
vator shafts will have ‘to be in- 
closed completely. :

Another Increase in Fares? 


Te Missouri Public Service Commission has 
ordered a hearing March 24 on the application 
of the St. Louis Public Service Co. for higher 
fares. No final ruling is likely at that time, 


dut an order might be issued for a temporary 


boost. Public Service is seeking a revenue in- 


‘ verease of $520,000 a year, to be obtained by 


eliminating the present four-for-35-cent tokens 
and going (except for weekly passes) to a 
straight 10-cent fare. 


The burden of proof is on the company. In 


1947, Public Service earned, above debt charges 
and operating expenses, a return equal to 19 
per cent on the investment of the principal 
owner, the National City Lines of, Chicago, and 
equal to 7 per cent on the current value of the 
stock. The directors felt secure enough to de- 
clare a dividend nearly three times as large as 
the earnings, dipping into surplus for the 
difference. 

The City of St. Louis has contented itself with 
a gesture of opposition to the proposed fare in- 
crease, asking the Public Service Commission to 
postpone action until the commission’s staff has 
completed a valuation of the company’s 


property. 


* * — 

To rely on the property- valuation approach 
in this instance is hardly realistic. If there was 
ever a case where the cut-and-dried formula 
of a return on original cost or original-cost-less- 
depreciation will not apply, this is that case. 
Even the Public Service Co. seems by its ace 
tions to admit as much. 

The company claims a valuation Of 902,000, . 
000, with a depreciation reserve of $15,000,000, 
making a net claimed valuation of $47,000,000. 
A 5 per cent return on $47,000,000 would be 
$2,350,000, and the company apparently seeks 
to earn, including the proposed increase not more 
than $1,000,000 in 1948. 

There is an obvious reason why nobody—ex- 
cept the gentlemen at City Hall takeg seriously 
the original-cost theory of rate-making for the 
Public Service Co. Ever since the advent of 
the motor car, a considerable part of the city 
transportation system has been obsolescent. This 
fact has been given practical recognition in the 
bankruptcies and downward recapitalization of 
the property. It would be absurd to contend 
that the value thus written off should be added 
back for purposes of the present rate case. 

The only reasonable approach is to concen- 
trate on the formula handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of the 
Federal Power Commission vs. the Hope Nat- 
ural Gas ‘Co. That is to say, fares should be 


sought “which enable the company to operate 


successfully, to maintain its financial integrity, 
to attract capital and to compensate its investors 
for the risks assumed.” 

The National City Lines bought its 46 per 
cent of Public Service common stock for exactly 
$1,339,914. This stock was bought over a period 
of seven years, from 1940 to 1946, when gaso- 
line rationing increased streetcar and bus traf- 
fic and made city transportation securities more 
attractive than they had been for years. 

+ 0 * 

At the same average price for which National 
City obtained its stock, the total stock interest 
in the Public Service Co. would be worth ap- 
proximately $2,910,000. The current market bid 
on the stock, however, is $5.75-a share, or a 
round total of $8,570,000 for the total shares 
outstanding. 

Earnings in 1947 were $553,000, equal to a 
gorgeous 19 per cent on the average price per 
share paid by National City and equal to an 
entirely adequate 7 per cent on the current 
market value of the stock. 

Thus, it seems clear that no fare increase of 
any kind is justifiable unless present fares 
threaten to yield less than the return in 1947, 
or unless a larger earning can be shown neces- 
sary to maintain “financial integrity.” 

In this of all cases, dependence on the orig- 
inal-valuation theory would crucify the public. 
If the city would assure a fair deal for those 
who ride streetcars and busses, it should con- 
centrate on the formula of the Supreme Court 
in the Hope case.

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A Point for Mr. Harriman 


Elements exist for a bitter tug-of-war between 
Secretary of Commerce Harriman and the House 
Un-American Activities Committee in the case 
of Dr. Edward U. Condon, chief of the Bureau 
of Standards. The possibility arises from the 
contention over the file in the Condon case 
which Mr. Harriman, on advice of the Attorney 
General, declines to turn over to Chairman 
Thomas. 

If the Commerce Secretary pérmits himself 
to be maneuvered into a position of withhold- 
ing seemingly pertinent information, -he will 
make a mistake which can easily be avoided. 

Mr. Harriman has said that he concurs in the 
finding of his dep&artment’s three-man loyalty 
board that “no reasonable grounds exist for be- 
lieving that Dr. Condon is disloyal to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States.” 

This puts the Administration squarely behind 
Dr. Condon on any question of loyalty. That 
issue, therefore, is removed, if indeed it was 
-ever raised. What the Thomas committee ques- 
tioned was Dr. Condon’s discretion and hence 
his potential threat to national security. Thus, 
if Mr. Harriman, as Dr. Condon’s departmental 
superior, will review the reported indiscretions 
and issue a statement similar to that on Dr. 
Condon’s loyalty, the Thomas committee will be 
answered on the points it raised. 

Until such a statement is issued, the successor 
to Martin Dies on this committee can argue, as 
he is already doing, that this is “definite proof 
there is something théy don’t want Congress 
and the people to see.” Withholding of loyalty 
files is.no proof of anything, and Mr. Harriman 


made the case for his position in his statement. 5

A Matter of $400,000 


Should Missouri spend $400,000 to buy a site 
and erect a building for a tax-supported law 
school exclusively for Negroes? An appropria- 
tion bill at Jefferson City raises this question 
in the Legislature. That raises the question for 
the state at large. 

It would be a mistake to attempt to stall the 
issue. Missouri has already used up a 10-year 
period since the Supreme Court decision in our 
own Gaines case. The state complied in appear- 
ance only with the requirement that it provide 
“equal” educational facilities for legal training 
of Negroes. 

After the Gaines decision, the state leased a 
hotel building at 4300 St. Ferdinand avenue, 
St. Louis. That lease expires in August. If 
it is renewed, the State will ignore the recom- 
mendation of the curators of Lincoln University, 
which administers the Negro law school. The 
curators point out that the building is not suit- 
able. Rooms are not properly arranged. Some 
classes meet on the street level with its noises 
of traffic and passersby. When classes change, 
some students must pass through the library 


where others are studying. 


If a new building is authorized and funds are 
stu- 
dent in the law will be greatly increased. As 
it is, the cost per year for a Negro student is 
$807 to $228 for a white student at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri at Columbia. The explanation 
for this lies, in part, in the fact that the gradu- 
ating class at the Negro law school next June 
will consist of only four students. 

It should be obvious from all this that the 
individual Negro, although costing the State 
nearly four times as much as the individual 
white. student, gets a legal education which is 
not equal but inferior. This is no discredit to 
Dean Scovel Richardson and his staff at the 
Negro law school. They cannot hope to com- 
pete under the circumstances. Clearly the best 


Way to use additional funds, to say nothing of 


the $400,000 now proposed, is to- invest the 
money in the law school at Columbia for the 
benefit of both white and Negro students. 

The official body which should take the lead is 
the board of curators of the University of Mis- 
souri. If it will go on record publicly as favor- 
ing: admission of Negroes to the State Univer- 
sity, that resolution would serve to guide the 
Legislature. Under the new Constitution, an act 
of the Legislature is sufficient to declare a new 
policy in this respect. The request for $400,000 
for a separate law school building then could 
be forgotten. 

The time bas come for Missouri to face this 
question frankly.

Adlai E. Stevenson, Democratic candidate for

Speaking at Herrin, in the heart of the bitu- 
minous coal field, Mr. Stevenson denounced par- 
ticularly the prostitution of the mine inspection 
service under Gov, Green. He condemned the 
use of inspectors to shake down cdal mine op- 
erators for political campaign funds. As Mr. 


Stevenson said, the Governor at the top is re- 


sponzible for such a system whether he per- 
sonally condones, actively solicits or passively 
permits the sale of governmental favors.” 

This is an issue which should be pushed hard 
in the Illinois campaign. If the Centralia mine 
disaster, in which 111 men were killed, is worth 
many thousands of words in the current issue of 
Harper’s magazine, it deserves to be brought to 
the attention of every community in Illinois this 
year. It should be driven home to every voter 
that, as one miner put it, “if a coal company 
gives a politician a thousand dollars, it is going 
to expect something in return.” 

In Centralia and many other mines in Illinois, 
that “something” has been the sell-out of en- 
forcement of honest inspectors, e reports 
and fair regulations. 

. Adlai Stevenson is the man to press this vital 
issue in the Illinois campaign. He can be sure 
that Dwight H. Green will not be pushing it. 
Dwight Green pushed mine safety when he 
wanted to be Governor back in 1940—and after 
his election neglected it. Thereby hangs one of 
the worst tragedies in the history of mining in 
the United States. 
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The Unemployment Amendments 
The unemployment compensation bill just 
passed by the Missouri House has a valid aim 
which one may hope will work well in practice. 
Missouri businessmen complained that com- 
pensation is being paid to numerous people 
whose unemployment is no fault of their former 
employers. The bill withholds the law’s. benefits 
from voluntary quitters and denies benefits to 
those who are fired for good cause (for example, 
stealing). This is a genuine reform, provided 
that it is not construed so as to penalize those 
who quit to escape bad working conditions or 
for other sufficient reason. Under any law in 
this field, the quality of justice will rest very 
heavily on the way in which it is administered. 
Another provision increases the number of 
gradations between the maximum and minimum 
payroll tax. This will slow future accruals to 
the compensation fund, which now contains 
about $161,000,000. The variable tax intention- 
ally penalizes employers who throw the most 
workers on unemployment compensation and re- 
wards those who manage to maintain the most 
stable working forces. This is why employers 
were so strong for tighter rules of eligibility. 
The bill seems well-intentioned as far as it 
goes but it has a glaring omission. It meets the 
complaints of employers but does less than jus- 


tice to employes who have lost their jobs. It 


would be fairer and better-balanced if it had 
also observed the real need to raise the scale of 
unemployment benefits which, even in this time 
of acutely high living costs, are still under a 


ceiling of $20 a week. The Senate could and 


should add this companion reform to the 


measure.

71 in Britain, says wfiter; neither ever was a rabid political partisan; 
both preferred investigation to electioneering; their Russian mistake.

The bones of Sidney and Beatrice Webb, 
the Right Honorable the Baron and Lady 
Passfield, rest in Westminster Abbey. 


It is fitting and proper, for this simple 
couple who worked so long and quietly 
have emerged as greater in one respect 
than any of the great buried near by. They 
remade the British way of life. 

The Webbs were not revolutionists, Yét 
in the more than half century they worked 
they, more than any — 
ot her Britons, 
brought about a rev- 
olution. Britain has 
Socialism today. And 
it was the Webbs, 
says their close 
friend, George Ber- 
nard Shaw, who 
“made Socialism con- 
stitutional, respect- 
able and practical.” 


Sidney Webb, born 
in 1859, was an un- 
assuming young 
cockney who was 3 
really a prodigy. “He . 
could read a book sidney dun 
as fast as he could turn the pages and re- 
member everything worth remembering.” 
He had put himself through London Urni- 
versity by winning scholarships, and spe- 
cializing in economics. After he got his 
degree, more scholarships took him to 
Switzerland and Germany for advanced 
study. He came home at 19 and took a 
job in the British Civil Service. 


Shaw and Miss Potter 


Webb had early met Bernard Shaw, and 
they at once became great friends: The 
two young men, tortured with an itch to 
reform the world, looked about for a 
means. They found the Fabians, an earnest 
group of middle class young persons with 
good minds who hoped “to reconstruct so- 
ciety in accordance with the highest moral 
possibilities.” 

At about the same time Beatrice Potter, 
a young lady born to the West End plutoc- 
racy but with a very good mind and a pas- 
sion for facts similar to Webb's, was look- 
ing hard at life, too. 

Beatrice Potter, called a traitor to her 
class, had written some startling pieces 
about how the poor of Britain fared for 
Gen. Booth’s Salvation Army papers. But 
she needed more help and she sought it in 


the Fabians. Sir Stafford Cripps, presently 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and top Brit- 
ish statesman—he’s a Fabian, too—is her 
nephew, 

In the Fabians she met, among others, 
Shaw and Webb. Being a young lady of 
discernment, she recognized the sterling 
qualities of Sidney Webb, and, according to 
Shaw, “quickly decided’ to marry him.” 
The principal work of the Webbs was 
unending investigation of how men— and 
women—worked for a living, and how they 
lived. The results of these studies were 
written in an unending series of books, 
pamphlets, magazine articles. Economic 
conditions were improved. And little by 
little British life was being prepared for the 
Socialism it now has. ; 


Competition Deplored 


For a long time the Fabians were con- 
nected with no political party. The society 
had no collective views, no party line, but it 
sponsored an endless freedom of inquiry 
and discussion. The Fabians decried revo- 
lution, and held that Socialism was not a 
scheme to be adopted the day after a revo- 
lution, but that it was a principle already 
established in part and capable of being 
further extended by the tin political 
parties. 

The Webbs abhorred waste in all its 
forms. They could see no value in competi- 
tion, which they regarded as mere waste, 
and inveighed against it with great success. 
The masters of British industry could see 
no value to it, either, and, as there were no 
anti-trust laws in Britain they o 
most of British industry into a group of 
vast, tight trusts. This was very unsmart 
—from a long-time viewpoint—for when 
the Labor Government came to power after 
the last war, the champions of private en- 
terprise found that they themselves had 
destroyed one of the principal * 
for capitalism. 


Glasses Too Rosy 


After the Nazis attacked Russia, the 
Webbs wrote a book explaining Russia 
which they had visited several times. They 
were, perhaps, over-enthusiastic, and did 
not live long enough to get a full-visioned 
view of Russian political machinations. 

But the Webbs did live long enough to see 
the socialization of Britain's basic indus- 
tries, a thing for which they had cam- 
paigned a full half-century.

But from 1945 until 1947 the 
great affairs of the settlement 
were in the charge of men who, 
with the exception of Admiral 
Leahy, had played no continuing 
part in, and had no first hand 
knowledge of, the high strategy 


of the war. It was not until Mar- 


shall, Lovett, Douglas, McCloy 
were recalled to Washington that 


Roosevelt alone, Mr. Truman was 
not sure what his mandate was. 
If he could not replace Roosevelt, 
the Commander in Chief, ought 
he to replace him as leader of 
the New Deal? It was a difficult 
question which has troubled Mr. 
Truman since he entered: the 
White House. 

On the one hand, it was evident 
that in 1944 Roosevelt was not 
elected: as a New Dealer.

Mr. Truman’s 
solution of this conundrum has 
been to get rid of the New Deal- 
ers, and to be what he in fact 
really is—no New Dealer at all— 
but a politician who appreciates 
the voting strength of the Roose- 
velt combination. 


No Mandate of His Own. 


He has tried to do what he 
thought he had to do, and to 
promise what jt seemed expedient 
to promise, in order to hold to- 
gether the various groups and in- 
terests which Roosevelt had man- 
aged to amalgamate. His task 
has been to tie together a Tru- 
man Administration, which has 
no popular mandate of its own, 


out of the Roosevelt components. 


It has not been easy. If it is 
possible to achieve the synthesis, 
it will not be because of the mag- 
netic attraction of the Truman 
Administration but only because 
the Republicans make it impos-

CAR HAS PLAYROOM 
FOR YOUNGSTERS 


Newsreel Theater for Grown- 
ups in Coach Exhibited 
By the Pennsy. 


A new streamlined recreation 
car, including a children’s play- 
room and a newsreel theater, was 
exhibited at Union Station yester- 
day by the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
which intends to put the car in 
service with the Jeffersonian 


within two weeks. 

The car, 85 feet long and made 
of low alloy and high tensile steel, 
was built by the American Car 
and Foundry Co. at Berwick, Pa. 
Two identical cars, nearing com- 
pletion, will also be put in service 
with the Jeffersonian. Three com- 
plete trains are needed to main- 
tain the daily Jeffersonian service 
between St. Louis and New York. 

The playroom includes a tiny 
table and four chairs built to 
scale, a blackboard four feet wide 
and three feet high, a playpen 
padded in buff-colored leather, 
and a miniature sofa, Color con- 
trasts are afforded by a white 
ceiling, tan walls, a yellow band 
above a wide window, and a red 
entrance door. A stock of toys 
is kept in two lockers to be dis- 
tributed to the children by a 
stewardess in charge. 

The newsreel theater, which is 
automatically operated at the con- 
venience of newsreel viewers, 
seats six persons. It will show 
complete 15-minute programs, 
with ‘change of program twice 
weekly, A sunken buffet lounge 
occupies the car’s center section, 
with a game and reading room for 
adults. The car is air-conditioned. 


NEW ATOMIC METAL 
REPORTED; SOURCE 
CALLED PLENTIFUL 


NEW YORK, March 6 (AP)— 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, famous 
atomic scientist, disclosed last 


night that the first small piecks 
of a new kind of atomic bomb and 
fuel metal have been manufac- 
tured. 

The new metal is uranium 233, 
made by changing the heavy met- 
al thorium into uranium. This 
new form of uranium does not ex- 
ist naturally on earth. Neither 
is it known to exist in the stars. 

A small part of an ounce of the 
thorium metal, Dr. Seaborg re- 
ported, has been made in the 
Hanford (Wash.) uranium-graph- 
ite, chain-reacting, atomic piles. 
The total new metal is a few hun- 
dred milligrams. 

Since. thorium ‘is three times 
more plentiful than uranium, it 
will be the world’s main reliance 
for atomic power, Uranium is so

OVATION FOR PIANIST 
- ELOISE WELLS POLK 


Soloist, 14, in First Appear- 
‘ance in Full Length Concerto 
in Symphony Series. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The St. Louis Symphony Society 
celebrated its final Friday after- 
noon concert of the season yester- 
day afternoon in Kiel Auditorium 
by offering as soloist the 14-year- 
old pianist Eloise Wells Polk. Miss 
Polk had appeared previously in 
student concerts here and in 
Philadelphia, but this was her 
first public try with a full length 
concerto in a regular subscription 
series. A large audience, much 
larger than is usually present on 
Friday afternoon, heard her play 
the C Major piano concerto and 
rewarded the performance with 
an outsized ovation. 

A part of this enthusiasm may 
be attributed to her appealing ap- 
pearance. It would have been dif- 
ficult to resist such a piquant em- 
bodiment of rose-in-the-bud ado- 
lescence even if there had been 
less talent in evidence. The per- 
formance, however, could stand on 
its own as a sensitive, clear and 
justly determined interpretation 
of a work that is not always 
fathomed by mature artists. 

It commended itself to the lis- 
tener principally because of its 
clean articulation, delicate inflec- 
tion and rhythmic alertness, The 
dynamic range was necessarily re- 
duced in size. Little girls simply 
don't have the physical power 
necessary to produce big sounds 
and for that reason the demoniac 
thrusts of energy which are sug- 
gested even in this early work 
were not invoked. The soloist had 
her own framework, which was 


logical and intelligible. 
A Nascent Poeticism, 

Within those limits the formal 
organization of the music was de- 
fined by clear unbroken lines, 
shapely phrasing and appropriate 
stress. Fast passages and scales 
were sparkling and had an even- 
ness of weight. The tone, though 
small, was a healthy tone which 
projected well. Moreover, there 
was apparent, especially in the 
slow movement, a nascent poetic- 
ism which needs only experience 
and maturity to become a per- 
manent part of her artistic make- 


up. 

Miss Polk bore herself with 
great poise. As it happened she 
needed it. In the third movement 
she suffered memory lapse at 
an exposed piano passage. As it 
was a full stop anyhow, Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann went back 
a few measures, started the or- 
chestra again and the perform- 
ance was resumed with but little 
damage done to the over-all ef- 
fect. 

Fortunately Miss Polk accepted 
this near disaster calmly. The 
remainder of the performance 
was unflustered and she acknowl- 
edged the voluminous applause 
with an encore, a Nocturne by 
Field. 

Orchestral Part of Program. 

The orchestral part of the pro- 
gram was concerned with Han- 
del’s Water Music” and the in- 
stitutional Brahms C Minor 
Symphony. The Handel suite had 
every quality of atmosphere and 
festive graciousness that the 
music required. The tonal blend- 
ing of the various. choirs was 
never better and the movement of 
each section of the suite was so 
fluent and easy that the music 
seemed to come out of the air like 
a natural emanation. 

The effort was a little more ap- 
parent in the Brahms Symphony. 
But, if it was not so cohesive nor 
so rich in texture as on former 
occasions, it was still communi- 
cated with great breadth, power 
and energy. Moreover, it got bet- 
ter as it went along and the final 
movement was projected with its 
usual stirring effect.

SCHUMAN WINS CONFIDENCE 
VOTE ON FORCED LOAN LAW 


PARIS, March 6 (UP) — Premier 
Robert Schuman beat back anoth- 
er Communist assault on his Gov- 
ernment early today and won a 
vote of confidence in the National 
Assembly on the issue of his Jan. 
7 forced loan daw. 

Deputies gave him a 16-vote ma- 
jority, 301 to 285, which observers 
considered a decisive victory in 
spite of the narrow margin, The 
law is highly unpopular and the 
Communists had campaigned 
heavily against it in their efforts 
to unseat Schuman. 

The forced loan plan is part of 
France’s “austerity program.” It 
requires Frenchmen to buy 130,-

CALIFORNIA SO DRY 
DEER, DUCKS, QUAIL, 
FISH ARE SUFFERING 


Detour’ Through Irrigation 
Ditches for Salmon Run 
Planned. 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., March 6 
(AP)—It’s even too dry in Califor- 
nia for the fish. Deer are in mass 
migration. Ducks and .quail are 
suffering. 

As new slants on ‘the worst 
drouth in weather bureau history, 
the state’s division of fish and 
game reported yesterday: 

Hatcheries have record amounts 
of fish—but there is a shortage 
of running streams in which to 
put them. 

Steelhead in many cases have 
not been able to reach spawning 
grounds because coastal rivers are 
too shallow or dry. Many congre- 
gate at the mouths of rivers, fall- 
ing pray to larger fish and sea 
lions. | 

Fish rescue work which normal- 
ly begins in May or June is al- 
ready under way. Rescued fish 
with nowhere else to go will be 
placed in five reservoirs as well 
as in some private farm ponds. 

To help the salmon run on the 
San Joaquin, Bureau of Marine 
Fisheries men are planning a 70- 
mile detour through irrigation 
ditches so the fish can migrate. 

Deer in search of food and wa- 
ter have been forced into farm 
and residential areas. 

Ducks Tind no place to land in 
their usual resting places in the 
San Joaquin grasslands area. 
Lack of rain is partly blamed for 
the death of thousands of ducks 
at the Woodland sewer farm 
ponds. 

In an attempt to aid quail, the 
division, with the help of sports- 
men’s organizations, is speeding 
the installation of water supply 
— known as “gallinaceous guz- 
zlers.“

Associate Prose- 
cuting Attorney Jasper R. Vettori 
explained that trapping of beav- 
ers is permitted by the state law 
only when it can be shown they 
are. causing extensive property 
damage. Possession of beaver 
pelts is legal only if they bear 
tags issued by the Conservation 
Commission, he said.

Problems of 
Chronically 
Sick People 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


INCE medicine has conquered 
many of the acute diseases, 
attention is beginning to be 
focused upon the problems of the 
chroriic (long lasting) diseases. 
These diseases affect almost every 
family. As the life span of man 
increases, the number of persons 
with chronic illnessés will also in- 
crease. Already, today, chronic 
illnesses are the cause of almost 
a million deaths each year, and 
result in the loss of a billion days 
of work each year. These illnesses 
not only result in problems for the 
doctor, but algo for individuals in- 
terested in economics and social 
welfare. Interest being awakened 
in all of these fields of human en- 
deavor will probably result in 
great benefits to man in years to 
come. 
Question: “What 
caries mean?” 


Answer: The word caries origi- 
nates from a Latin word meaning 
rottenness. Dental caries usually 
refers to a process of the death 
and decay of the teeth during 
which the enamel becomes soft 
and porous. The process contin- 
ues until it works its way through 
the various layers of the tooth 
structure until the entire tooth is 
eventually destroyed, The condi- 


does dental 


tion is usually caused by the acid- 


producing bacteria and their prod- 
ucts. Bacterial fermentation in 
the mouth, especially in dental 
cavities and in the spaces between 
the teeth helps to increase the 
acidity of the mouth. This acidity 
tends to dissolve the calcium salts 
from the teeth and to soften them, 


While bacterial invasion is the 
immedi cause of tooth decay, 
the underlying or primary cause 
is probably some defegt in the 
structure of the tooth. any fac- 
tors are involved in this defect. 
Heredity and a proper well- 
balanced diet during the growing 
years when the permanent teeth 
are forming, are probably the most 
important factors. The mineral 
and vitamin (A, C, and D) content 
of the diet dur these years are 
the things which we are best able 
to control to our benefit. Re- 
cently, some studies have been 
started which show that the chem- 
ical content of drinking water 
‘may be a very important cause in 


the prevention of caries,

OOKING with herbs may or 

may not be a good adventure 

in cooking. Any herb has its 
Umitations. Some have the fac- 
ulty of improving many foods. 
Others enhance only a few. So it 
is important to learn which herb 
to use and how much to use to 
obtain optimum flavor, The term 
herb not only applies to plants 
whose leaves are aromatic in 
ither the dried or fresh state, but 
aiso to the matured seeds of some 
plants. 


The fragrance of both leaves 
and seeds may be dissipated by 
improper storing. Therefore, one 
must also learn the potency of 
herbs to know how much to use to 
obtain the flavor and ce 


that will please the average per- 


son. It is far better to use too 
little at the beginning, then grad- 
ually build up to the perfect fla- 
vor. Herbs now found in stores 
that carry a good line are anise, 
basil, bay leaves, caraway, carda- 
mon, marjoram, oregano, rose- 
mary, sage, savory, and thyme. 
Anise is the flavoring used in lie- 
orice candy. Both the oil and seed 
are used in those old European 
Christmas cookies called springer- 
lie. It is sometimes included spar- 
ingly but successfully in the spic- 
ing of sweet pickles. 

When a little of the seed is 
steeped in hot milk, it makes a 
soothing beverage for young or 
old, A tiny bit in butter icing for 
chocolate cake is most pleasing. 
Basil is a wonderful herb. Gener- 
ally the green leaves from the 
plant are used but they are also 
obtainable in dried form. Wher- 
ever tomatoes are used in soup, 
meat stews, cocktail, 
dishes and piss, basi] makes a 
wonderful contribution. Italian to- 
mato pastes canned ‘for making 
Italian dishes contain basil leaves. 

Bay leaves that come from the 
bayberry or laurel are potent in 
flavor. While the flavoring is — 
in itself, it has the power to blend 
other seasonings together in a de- 
lightful manner. Ita chief uses are 
in stews, soups and in boiled, 
baked or pickled fish dishes, It is 
also a common seasoning for 
pickles of many kinds, Some like 
to use just a little bayleaf when 
boiling chicken or potatoes. Cara 
way seeds are commonly used in 
rye bread, seek cake, turnips, on 
buttered and French friend po- 
tatoes, cabbage, sauerkraut dishes, 
cottage cheese and for roasting 
pork, goose and mutton. Carda- 
mon seeds are used whole in 
pickling spice mixtures. The 
pounded seeds make a distinc- 
tively good flavor in yeast coffee 
cakes, Danish pastry, buns and 
cake. The cardamon flavor is espe- 


cially harmonious with honey and 


many feel it adds a most unusual 
flavor to grape jelly. 

Marjeram is another potent 
seasoning and its best known use 
is in the making of bread — 
or stuffings. regano is es — 
ally popular when used with dried 
beans, lentils and vegetables 
cooked with onions and peppers. 
Rosemary is one of the best of 
all herbs and imparts a delight- 
ful flavor to soups, stews and 
gravies containing tomatoes and 
onions. Sage provides ap 
flavor especially in dressing for 
poultry and pork. Savory is also 
excellent in such stuffings and its 
flavor is especially pleasing when 
used with green beans, Thyme 
has vigorou@ flavor, but used dis- 
créetly, is excellent in egg, poultry, 
fish and meat dishes,
